"The fruit this year is of exception 


ally high quality," Mr Stewart contm 
ues, "and the Florida Citrus Exchange 
will handle more of it than ever be 
fore There is a changed attitude over 
Florida 
Formerly It was necessary 


to conduct an educational campaign 
to show the growers the benefits to be 
•derived from co operation but these 
benefits are now well understood in all 
lines 


"Previously, some growers have kept 


out of the Exchange for financial rea 
eons, but the organization of the Grow 
•ers Guarantee Company will obviate 
any possible objections 
The purpose 


of the Guarantee company will be to 
get credit for the growers at the banks 
It is separate and distinct from the 
farm loan proposition 
The Guaran 


tee company will make immediate ar 
rangements for the payment ot the 
farmer's loan out of his crop. A cam 
palgn of education with the bankers Is 
necessary In this field With any other 
«rop the farmer is able to borrow mon 
•ey as soon as he plants his crop, but 
this has not heretofore been the case 
In the citrus industry 
The orange 


grower who has 25 acres in trees is in 
a position no other agriculturist is in, 
because he has an asset and produc 
ing property which is bringing In new 
money to the state, yet he cannot bor 
TOW* one cent on his crop 


"It is proposed to get associatfcns 


and members to take stock in this 
company for the benefit of the citrus 
industry of Florida 
Four per cent 


and possibly 6 per cent will be realized 
on the money invested 
The money is 


not to be loaned to the grower directly, 
but will be used to guarantee to the 
bank that hfs credit Is good Polk al 
ready has applied for a charter for 
such a company with $60,000 capital 
This will either be merged Into the 
main company or will be made the 
main company and will give a guaran- 
teeing credit of $200,000, in the opinion 
of leading bankers 
."The Growers' Supply company, re- 
cently organized will be In operation 
about the first of next year

Motive power for the boat which Is 


130 feet long, 24 feet 9 inches wide, 
and which draws 3 feet 6 Inches of 
water, Is supplied by two 200 horse 
power Winton engines

smoothest running gas engine made 
The motors and all fixtures In the en- 
gine room are painted white 
There 


are also two auxiliary electric en- 
gines of 5 and 7 kilowatts. The boat 
lias an Ice capacity of 7,500 pounds.

display advertising will be accepted by 
any newspaper in Volusia county af- 
ter the first of the new year at a less 
rate than 20 cents per column inch 


H was also agreed that after the 


first of December those newspapers 
which have been allowing a discount 
on legal advertising to some of the at- 
torneys in the county would dis<on- 
tlnue this practice and no legal adver- 
tising will be accepted except at full 
legal rates 


The Volusia County Press associa- 


tion will be affiliated with and work 
with the Florida, East Coast Press as 
sociation and the Florida State Press 
association 
The minimum advertis- 


ing rate of 20 cents per inch has prev- 
iously been adopted by the other press 
associations and the action of the 
countv organization Is merely in keep- 
ing with the resolutions adopted by 
larger associations

That the American Cast Iron Pine 


Company will carry out the terms TSt 
its contract with the city of Mew 
Smyrna to furnish 15,500 feet of six- 
inch cast iron pipe to lay the line from 
the new city well site to the elevated 
tank, is the latest in the matter of 
completing the municipal waterworks 
system 


The recent declination of the pipe 


company to carry out the terms of the 
agreement caused considerable uneasi 
ness among the members of the city 
council, as It was supposed the matter 
of pipe was settled permanently and 
that the work could proceed as soon 
as the pipe arrived here 


On the strength of the contract with 


the pipe company the city made a con- 
tract with the Daytona Engineering 
and Construction company to lay the 
pipe and connect it up with the pump 
ing station and the elevated tank, and 
this eompans immediately ordered 
about $1400 worth of lead to make the 
connections 
When the 
pipe com 


panj declined to carry out its part of 
the contract 4t placed the city in the 
position of being compelled to carry 
out its contract with the conctruction 
company and with no pipe to work 
with 


Citi Attorne\ Stewart was sent to 


Jacksonville to confer with the state 
,egal representative of the pipe com 
pany and the matter was finally bet 
tied by the company agreeing to carry 
out the terms of its contract and the 
pipe will be shipped at once 
It is es 


treated by the construction company 
hat 60 days will be required to lay the 
pipe, and if no unexpected delays are 
encountered the new municipal water 
works system should be completed by 
:he first of February

To the Honorable James W. Perkins, 
Judge: 


We, the grand Jury, empanelled tor 


this fall term, A. D., 1916, beg to~re"- 
port to your honor that we have care- 
fully considered all matters brought 
before us, and found true bills in such 
cases as we deemed proper and as 
warranted "by the evidence before us. 


We feel that we have carefully and 


conscientiously discharged our duty. 
We are pleased to find that the coun- 
ty has bad so little crime since the 
last term of the court. 


We beg to call the attention of the 


court and the county commissioners 
to the almost impassable condition of 
the road between DeLand and New 
Smyrna. 
The public was Informed 


thai this road was to be finished be- 
fore the DeLand-Daytona road was 
started, so that there would be no in- 
terruption of traffic between the three 
towns. Bue we find that very little 
has been done to put this road In even 
passable condition 
At the present 


time there is practically no communi- 
cation by road between the three larg 
est towns of the county.

An automobile tourist who went 


through New Smyrna in a big limou- 
sine automobile recently, stopped at 
a local garage to have some tire trou- 
ble remedied and while here complain- 
ed that in the vicinity of Daytona his 
machine twice ran over boards driven 
full of spikes and laid crosswise of the 
road evidently with the malicious In- 
tent of causing tire punctures. The 
local garage men did not take much 
stock in the complaint, but the tour- 
ist has evidently taken particular 
pains to advertise this matter on his 
trip down the coast, as the following 
from the Miami Metropolis will show 


A strong complaint 
against 
the 


actions ot road contractors in the 
Daytona 
vicinity and in other sec- 


tions along the east coast has been 
entered by Ed McDermott, formerly 
of Los Angeles, but who recently ar- 
rived in Miami by automobile, 
lowing a motor trip from the 
«iflc coast 
In a letter to the cham- 


ber of commerce 
Mr. McDermott 


tells of the failure of contractors to 
properly mark the roads when they 
are impassable, and also states that 
in two places near Daytona be found 
planks with spikes in them, placed 
across the road, cleverly covered up 
with sand, evidently with the sole 
purpose 
of 
puncturing tires. The 


planks 
succeeded in putting some 


new tires on the McDermott car out 
of commission, while other motor- 
ists, 
according to Mr. McDermott, 


have stored their cars and gone back 
north. 


Mr. McDermott was here six years 


ago, but could not locate permanent 
]y on account of his connections in 
Los Angeles. He closed out his Cal- 
ifornia belongings and started for Mi- 
ami in his automobile. And it was a 
troublesome trip down the east coast, 
•especially in the Daytona vicinity. As 
a result of Mr. McDermott's disclos- 
ures the Miami chamber of commerce 
-will Investigate the matter and see 


that conditions ere remedied if I 
sfble. 


Many Tourliti Coming South 


"On my trip ot over 6,000 miles," 


wrote Mr. McDermott, "especially af- 
ter getting into the middle went and 
east, through Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
Mew Jersey and adjacent states, I 
met a vast army of motorists, who 
seeing our California license plates, 
and Los Angeles banner, made Inquir- 
ies as to our destination. I learned 
that there was a very, very great 
many tourists expecting to come to 
this state this winter by machine, 
mostly relying on the statements 
found in the automobile blue book 
and the different advertisements sent 
out bv towns in Florida as to road con- 
ditions 
Many of these people are un- 


used to roughing it in swamp country 
and are really expecting, if not boule- 
vards, at least passably good country 
roads, s,ueu as they And in their own 
sections, and none of them, even my- 
self, who has traveled desert, swamp, 
mud and mountain roads, is expecting 
the officials of the state or the con- 
tractors working for the State, county 
or municipality, to deliberately set 
out to destroy or ruin the autoists' 
property under any circumstances, as 
iVas done to my auto last Sunday be- 
tween Daytona and Del/and." 


No Warning Signs Erected 


Mr. McDermott then told of find- 


Ing contractors working on the roads 
in that section without a single sign 
to tell that the road was closed 
At 


one place he was stopped by two ne- 
gro teamsters on a bridge, who refus- 
ed to move, telling him that the road 
was closed 
Green boughs had been 


felled across the road, apparently to 
fill up, and it was at a culvert in this 
place that his car was punctured 
There was nothing to warn the bid- 
den guest that he was to be stabbed 
in the dark for his ignorance of local 
conditions," said Mr McDermott. "At 
one place I found that someone had 
taken a board six inches wide, and as 
long as the full width of the road, 
had driven it full of 20-penny spikes 
and larger, had turned it over so that 
the spikes stood point up, and had 
nailed it that way on wooden culverts, 
and had even carefully spread a layer 
ot the same sand as covered the brick 
work over the board, so that the 
whole road, culvert and board, pre- 
sented the same sand surface. I not 
only found one ot these diabolical 
traps, but I found two of them. 
In 


California we have a law that anyone 
feloniously, and 
willfully scattering 


tacks, glui. Mill or any sharp or cut- 
ting material on the public roads, 
streets or driveways shall be fined. 
Also California has laws forcing con- 
tractors to properly mark road chang- 
es, and provide detours." 


Mr. McDermott went at some length 


into describing his troubles. He stat- 
ed that many motorists had stored 
their cars up the coast and had gone 
back north, disgusted with their treat- 
ment. He stated that his letter was 
not written as a criticism, but that it 
should be taken in the same way as 
the "stop, look, listen" signs at rail- 
road crossings. The chamber of com- 
merce will take the matter up Mon-

Name of the Poppy. 


Quite unusual is the manner in which 


the poppy got Its name. It is a cor- 
ruption of the word "papa," which, 
though same in form, is not the same 
hi meaning as the word which the 
child applies to its father. 


This particular "papa" was a Celtic 


term applied to a soft "goodie" which 
the Celts fed their children The seeds 
of the poppy were boiled into u pap, 
to Induce sleep in the child, and so 
the plant came to be called the "pap- 
pa" and then the poppy. While the 
seeds of our poppy are slightly nar- 
cotic, they do not contain the active 
qualities peculiar to opium.—Philadel- 
phia North American.

better regulations of other strictly 
local problems

Care of Crippled Children 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH BULLETIN 


More people in Florida than should 


be are ignorant of a wise and mos 
excellent and useful service that the 
state supports by appropriation from 
its funds. Attention has been calle 
to it before in the press service, bu 
it Is a matter about which repetition 
Is warranted. 


It is a provision by which the crip 


pled children of parents who are nn 
able to pay for costly medical or sur 
gical service, may have the benefit o 
the best care and treatment, unde1 
the direction of skilled physicians and 
every chance given them for CUP 
complete and thorough. Every neces 
sary thing that the richest can buy 
is offered free to children of poorer 
parents. 


Every child is born with the righ 


to health and happiness. Parental in 
fluenceg and causes attending and im 
mediately 
following birth 
deprive 


many children—more than the lay 
man suspects—of physical strength 
and fitness, and handicap them at the 
start in their equipment to face life's 
problems with any particular chance 
of success. When they are born in 
poverty 
the 
chances for cure are 


small because medical attention and 
.care cost money, often large sums 
•which only the well-to-do can spare 
from their means. 


The legislature of 1911 provided for 


an appropriation for the erection ol 
a hospital for the free treatment of 
indigent crippled children of Florida 
parents, and for ten thousand dollars 
to be set aside annually for the main- 
tenance of the institution. But this 
appropriation or provision for the 
same was negatived, by declaring that 
until the number of children should 
require a separate institution, the lit- 
tfe patients should be cared for in a 
hospital or hospitals already in opera- 
tion,' and the expense borne from the 
the state board of health's treasury, 
and so it happens that the hospital is 
a promise of the future, depending up- 
on the charitable Inclination of some 
future legislature, and the white chil- 
dren are cared for at St. Lukes Hos- 
pital, and the little colored patients 
at Brewster Hospital, both located in 
Jacksonville. 


The treatment of these children 


since the •establishment of the serv- 
ice has been under the direction of 
skilled physicians and some ot the re- 
markable cures affected have become 
records in the history of American 
medical 
practice. 
Some children, 


seemingly helplessly crippled have 
been made whole, and some who ap- 
peared to be beyond the reach of med- 
ical science have been benefitted al- 
most beyond belief. And some have 
been turned away, because with the 
facilities that could be provided from 
the state appropriation, their sub- 
stantial betterment was impossible. 


While incalculable good has been 


accomplished through this use of 
state funds, the lack ot a separate 
hospital building, fully equipped to 
carry the cures of many cases to com- 
pletion, has limited its 
usefulness. 


Surgical treatment for the correction 
of deformities, especially those due 
to some forms of paralysis, should be 
followed in many cases by certain 
kinds of exercise, joint manipulation, 
muscle training and' the like, in order 
to make permanent the results of op- 
eration and to prevent the return of 
deformity. 
From time to time the 


physician in charge has been com- 
pelled, by reason of this lack of facili- 
ties, to recommend that admission be 
denied to applicants because the cases 
appeared not to be amenable to reas- 
onably prompt operative care and the 
means to make such care permanent 
were lacking. 


The state of Florida has spent no 


moneys more wisely and none that 
has brought more splendid results in 
he restoration to normal strength of 
"cores of little men and women to 
whom the outlook seemed 
without 


hope. It is open to all who can be 
benefited, and even should the state 
appropriation be insufficient in any 
year, private generosity is pledged 
hat no child shall be turned away, 
who Is entitled to the benefits of the 
ervice and wliov may be helped by 
what the state has provided.

ing was thrown open to open discus- 
sion, which was begun by the presen- 
tation of a communication from O. W. 
Glbbs, superintendent of the Florida 
East Coast Canal Company, by Set 
Perkins, of St. Augustine. This com 
muntcatlon wan in the nature of a de 
fense of the canal company for havi 
failed to maintain Its waterway at th 
depth and width required by Its con 
tract with the state, in which It wa 
stated that the company had receive! 
only 1,030,000 acres of land from th 
state, which was sold tor about $1 
300,000 and that the canal had cos 
approximately $3,600,000, leaving 
net cost to the canal company ot $2 
200,000. 
This communication prec 


pitated much discussion, and a motloi 
by L. G. Biggers, that the resolution 
committee be instructed to present res 
olutions condemning the dilatory tac 
tics of the canal company in maintain 
Ing Its waterway and endorsing thi 
intention of Attorney General T. F 
West to begin legal proceedings tc 
have the title of the canal reverted to 
the state of Florida, was, after twi 
hours 
of 
discussion 
unanimously 


adopted. The motion bound the con 
vention to the adoption ot the resolu 
tlon then presented, and practically 
ended the fight between the canal asso- 
ciation and the canal company. 


Judge Rlghtmire Speak. 


The features of the 
Wednesday 


morning session were the "address o 
Judge Rlghtmire, of Stuart, formerly 
chief justice of the supreme court o 
Kansas; the presentation and adoption 
of the report of the resolutions com 
mittee and the revision ot the constl 
tutlon and adoption of by-laws for the 
government ot the association. 


Judge RIghtmlre's address was a 


classic and gave a condensed history 
of canals from the time ot Hammur- 
abal, the Baylonian king who ruled 
the valley of Euphrates twenty-flve 
hundred years before 
the Christian 


era, mentioning the great artificial 
waterways of central Europe, the Erie 
canal, which has contributed so much 
to the development of New York state 
and city; the Panama Canal, recog. 
| nized as the most notable engineering 
achievement In the history of 
the 


world, and our own waterway. The 
| speaker urged the Immediate develop- 
ment of the Florida East Coast canal, 
getting out that the continued progress 
of the section through which it passes 
Is Intimately affected by it. In advo- 
cating government ownership ot this 
waterway, he brought forth the ap- 
plause of his audience when he advo- 
cated * movement to place 
Florida 


among the doubtful states In national 
politic*, stating that until such condi- 
tion existed the state will not receive 
the recognition Its waterways and re- 
source* warrant. 


Urf« Wmt to Flit Suit 


The resolutions condemning the dil- 


atory tactic* of the canal company as 
being unjust, Illegal, unbusinesslike 
and In violation of the contract be- 


tween the canal company and the state 
of Florida; urging Attorney General 
T. F. West to file suit Immediately 
to have the title of the canal reverted 
to the state; declaring for an Injunc- 
tion against the canal company collect- 
ing tolls on the canal until its water 
way Is in condition 
and 
providing 


for damages to owners of boats who 
pay tolls and are delayed by reason 
of Insufficient depth and width of the 
canal, were represented by the reso 
lutions committee and adopted. 


The constitution was revised b 


amending the article referring to th 
purpose of the association so that th 
association can work tor the mainten 
ance of the canal under the presen 
owners as well as the ultimate fee 
eral ownership. 
A resolution wa 


adopted requesting the board of arm; 
engineers to postpone Anal action on 
the adverse report of Col. Ladue 01 
the federal purchase of the canal untl 
such a time as advocates of feden 
ownership can prepare an answer tc 
the report.

LONG GROWING SEASON 


FLORIDA'S GREATEST ASSET 


As an example ot a thriving Florida 


community 
whose 
prosperity 
has 


grown for an intelligent use of the 
great opportunities the soil and cli- 
mate of this state present the letter 
from Hastings in last Tuesday's issue 
is worthy of attention. Here is a 
community in which soil and climate 
were the only laitlal capital—for we 
understand that none of Its farmers 
had much, if any, financial resources 
when they began farming—which has 
steadily grown in wealth, mainly 
through its attention to one general 
crop, early potatoes, 
reinforced by 


other crops which the climate allowed 
its farmers to grow on the same land 
after the potatoes. It is a curious 
fact that a man who was well-ac- 
quainted with Florida then as he Is 
now seriously gave it as his judg- 
ment, when this district was being i 
put into shape to sell in farms, some succeeding that one may bring corn- 
years ago, that it was not worth pay- 
ing taxes on. He has repeatedly ac- 
knowledged his mistake since. 


The production of new potatoes for 


the northern early spring market 
does not exhaust the energies of these 
people. They work on through spring 
and summer and tall after their win- 
ter's crop of potatoes is gathered, thus 
giving the lie to the charge that the 
Florida climate is enervating. Thus 
they are about to gather the greatest 
crops of corn and hay that have ever 
been grown there—corn which has 
produced In some Instances fifty bush- 
els to the acre not withstanding the 
scalding showers succeeded by hot 
sunshine which at one time threatened 
its utter ruin—crabgrass bay which 
costs nothing but the harvesting, yet

OF MAD CONDITIONS 


VAVB ROAD CONTRACTORS BLOCK 


HIGHWAY AND MALICIOUS AT- 


TEMPTS 
MADE 
TO 
CAUSE 


TROUBLE. 


An automobile tourist who went 


through New Smyrna in a big limou- 
sine automobile recently, stopped at 
a local garage to have some tire trou- 
ble remedied and while here complain- 
ed that in the vicinity of Daytona his 
machine twice ran over boards driven 
full of spikes and laid crosswise of the 
road evidently with the malicious In- 
tent of causing tire punctures. The 
local garage men did not take much 
stock in the complaint, but the tour- 
ist has evidently taken particular 
pains to advertise this matter on his 
trip down the coast, as the following 
from the Miami Metropolis will show 


A strong complaint 
against 
the 


actions of road contractors in the 
Daytona 
vicinity and in other sec- 


tions along the east coast has been 
entered by Ed McDermott, formerly 
of Los Angeles, but who recently ar 
rived in Miami by automobile, 
fol 


lowing a motor trip from the Pa 
•ciflc coast 
In a letter to the cham 


ber of commerce 
Mr. McDermott 


tells of the failure of contractors to 
properly mark the roads when they 
are impassable, and also states that 
in two places near Daytona he found 
planks with spikes in them, placed 
across the road, cleverly covered up 
with sand, evidently with the sole 
purpose 
of 
puncturing tires. The 


planks 
succeeded in putting some 


new tires on the McDermott car out 
of commission, while other motor- 
ists, 
according to Mr. McDermott, 


have stored their cars and gone back 
north. 


Mr. McDermott was here six years 


ago, but could not locate permanent 
]y on account of his connections in 
Los Angeles. He closed out his Cal- 
ifornia belongings and started for Mi- 
ami in his automobile. And it was a 
troublesome trip down the east coast, 
•especially in the Daytona vicinity. As 
a result of Mr. McDermott's disclos- 
ures the Miami chamber of commerce 
-will Investigate the matter and see 


that conditions are remedied if pos- 
sible. 


Many Tourliti Coming South 


"On my trip of over 6,000 miles,1 


wrote Mr. McDermott, "especially af- 
ter getting into the middle west and 
east, through Ohio, Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey and adjacent states, I 
met a vast army of motorists, who 
seeing our California license plates, 
and Los Angeles banner, made Inquir- 
ies as to our destination. I learned 
that there was a very, very great 
many tourists expecting to come to 
this state this winter by machine, 
mostly relying on the statements 
found in the automobile blue book 
and the different advertisements sent 
out bv towns in Florida as to road con- 
ditions 
Many of these people are un- 


used to roughing It in swamp country 
and are really expecting, if not boule- 
vards, at least passablv good country 
roads, s,ueh as they find in their own 
sections, and none of them, even my- 
self, who has traveled desert, swamp, 
mud and mountain roads, is expecting 
:he officials of the state- or the con- 
tractors working for the State, county 
or municipality, to deliberately set 
out to destroy or ruin the autoists' 
property under any circumstances, a 
waa done to my auto last Sunday be 
ween Daytona and DeLand."

More people in Florida than uhoul 


be are ignorant of a wise and mos 
excellent and useful service that th 
state supports by appropriation from 
its funds. Attention has been called 
to it before in the press service, bu 
it Is a matter about which repetition 
is warranted. 


It is a provision by which the crip- 


pled children of parents who are un 
able to pay for costly medical or sur 
gical service, may have the benefit of 
the best care and treatment, under 
the direction of skilled physicians and 
every chance given them for cure 
complete and thorough. Every neces- 
sary thing that the richest can buy 
is offered free to children of poorer 
parents. 


Every child is born with the right 


to health and happiness. Parental in- 
fluences and causes attending and im- 
mediately 
following 
birth 
deprive 


many children—more than the lay- 
man suspects—of physical strength 
and fitness, and handicap them at the 
start in their equipment to face life's 
problems with any particular chance 
of success. When they are born in 
poverty 
the 
chances for cure are 


small because medical attention and 
care cost money, often large sums, 
which only the well-to-do can spar 
from their means. 


The legislature of 1911 provided fo 


an appropriation for the erection o 
a hospital for the free treatment o 
indigent crippled children of Florid 
parents, and for ten thousand dollar 
to be set aside annually for the main 
tenance of the institution 
But thi 


appropriation 
or provision for th 


since the •establishment of the serv- 
ice has been under the direction of 
skilled physicians and some of the re- 
markable cures affected have become 
records in the history of American 
medical 
practice. 
Some 
children, 


seemingly helplessly crippled 
have 


been made whole, and some who ap- 
peared to be beyond the reach of med- 
ical science have been benefitted al- 
most beyond belief. And some have 


same was negatived, by declaring tha 
until the number of children shoulc 
require a separate institution, the lit 
tie patients should be cared for in a 
hospital or hospitals already in opera 
tion, and the expense borne from the 
the state board of health's treasury 
and so it happens that the hospital is 
a promise of the future, depending up- 
on the charitable Inclination of some 
future legislature, and the white chil- 
dren are cared for at St. Lukes Hos- 
pital, and the little colored patients 
at Brewster Hospital, both located in 
Jacksonville. 


The treatment of these children 


been turned away, because with the 
facilities that could be provided from 
the state appropriation, their

stantial betterment was impossible. 


While incalculable good has been 


accomplished through this use of 
state funds, the lack of a separate 
hospital building, fully equipped to 
arry the cures of many cases to com- 
pletion, has limited its 
usefulness. 


Surgical treatment for the correction 
f deformities, especially those due 
o some forms of paralysis, should be 
ollowed in many cases by certain 
kinds of exercise, joint manipulation, 
muscle training and' the like, in order 
to make permanent the results of op- 
eration and to prevent the return of 
deformity. 
From time to time the 


physician in charge has been com- 
pelled, by reason of this lack of facili- 
ties, to recommend that admission be 
denied to applicants because the cases

The production of new potatoes for 


the northern early spring market 
does not exhaust the energies of these 
people. They work on through spring 
and summer and fall after their win- 
ter's crop of potatoes is gathered, thus 
giving the lie to the charge that the 
Florida climate is enervating. Thus 
they are about to gather the greatest 
crops of corn and hay that have ever 
been grown there—corn which has 
produced in some instances fifty bush- 
els to the acre not withstanding the 
scalding showers succeeded by hot 
sunshine which at one time threatened 
its utter ruin—crabgrass hay which 
costs nothing but the harvesting, yet 


gives a ton and a half to the acre; 
peavine hay, two tons to the acre. 


There are also heavy yields of other 


crops; sweet potatoes, more than 200 
bushels to the acre and worth 75 cente 
per bushel; sugar cane, kaflr corn and 
other products. These fall crops have 
all done well this year. 


The official lists give more than a 


score of vegetables that can be plant- 
ed, either this month or next, at the 
farmer's option. These will grow In J 
the winter garden and be matured and Jt 
out of the way before it is time to 
plant potatoes again In mid January. 
Attention is also being paid to the 
cultivation of strawberries which will 
be ripe for the mid-winter markets 
up north and at home. 


This is the only one example of the 


many communities in Florida of which 
he same might be said, only substi- 
uting some other leading crop for 
otatoes, such as celery or strawber- 
ries. If one crop is a failure the one

pensation, for there is no part of Flor- 
ida In which at least three crops may 
not be grown In a year's time—more 
by intensive culture which never al- 
lows the ground to be Idle. Florida's 
growing season extends, be it remem- 
bered, from 280 days in the extreme 
northern part to 365 In the extreme 
southern.—Times-Union.
